C. Pool Regulations

3. Student, faculty or staff children under 12 years of age HUST be acco^ianied by a parent IN bathing suit at pool side 

4. Everyone «ist take a shower before entering the pool. A 

5. SwiHing widths is allowed between 25 and 45 foot aarkers. W 

6. One person on the diving board at a tiae. 

7. The following are PROHIBITED: 

a. diving or racing starts in the shallow end 

b. sitting/standing on the safety rope across the shallow end 

c. gua or tobacco chewing 

d. wearing gya shorts or cut-offs. 

e. running or pushing in the pool area. 

f. saoking, drinking or eating in the pool area or balcony

C. All participants, naaely faculty, non-instructional personnel and spouses, uho have not Im physically active for sate tiae are 
strongly urged to have a ledical check-up before participating in siy Intrawral Recreation activity.

A. The Intrawral Recreation Departaent and Hansfield Uiiversity assuaes no responsibility for indies or daaage to eyeglasses 
incurred while participating in Intraaural Recreation activities. Individuals are reainded that your participation is entirely 
VOLUNTARY. 

B. All injuries should be reported to the gane officials/tournwent aanagers before leaving the field/court of play. 

C. No att^t to aove an injured player shwld be aade anyone if the person appears to be suffering froa a serious injury to the 
head, neck, back or lirits. 

D. If an injiry appears to be of a serious nature, the gaae official or supervisor on duty Mill arrange for transportation. 

E. The Director of Intraaural Recreation should be inforaed of ALL injuries as soon as possible. 

F. All injuries should be reported to the healtit center as soon as possible to insure being covered by your insurance policy. 

STUDENT EMPLOYltMT OPPORTUPTIES 

A. Office Staff 

1. Students wrking in the office shall assist the Director in preparing schedules, toumaaent regulations, gane wterials, etc. 

2. Qualifications:

B. Officiating 

1. Officiating Intraaural Recreation activities is a responsibility and a privilege. Students aay earn needed noney while at the 
sane tiae gain valuable experience that aay aid thea in obtaining their officials rating for hi^ school/college athletics. 

2. It is the desire of the Director to secure the best qualified student officials for the progran 

3. Students (wle and feaale) desiring to officiate the folloMing activities should inquire at the Intraaural Office early 
in the school year: 

- softball 

- flag football 

- volleyball 

- innertide water polo 

- soccer 

- basketball 

4. Prospective student officials aay obtain copies of Intraaural Recreation tournanent rules prior to the clinic/training sessions. 

5. Pre-tournaaent clinic/training sessions will be conducted and prospective officials are required to attend. 

6. Nhistles and officials shirts are provided for student officials when appropriate. 

C. Lifeguards 

1. Student guards are utilized during evening wd weekend hours for recreational swin hours. 

2. Individuals desiring eaployaent aust have a valid H.S.I. or Advanced Life saving Card and should inquire at the Intraaural 
Recreation Office.

I. aiGIBILITY 



A. Students 

All currently enrolled students at Nansfield Uiiversity uho have paid the student activity fee for that sevster are eligible to 
participate in all Intraaural Recreation activities assuaing all other eligibility requireaents have been fulfilled. 

B. Faculty/Staff and Spouses 

All current Nansfield Uhiversity faculty/staff and the spouses of current faculty/staff and students are eligible to participate 
in all Intraaural Recreation Activities. 



C. Varsity and Freshaen Athletes 

1. Varsity, junior varsity and freshaen athletes id» ve listed on the current teaa roster by the head coach in the following 
sports are not eligible to participate in these related intraaural recreation activities during that acadeaic year.

2. Athletes who are dropped froa, or who quit the squad after the first g»e/contest/aatch of the season for acadeaic or other 
reasons are ineligible to participate in the related intraaural recreation activity for the reaainder of that acadeaic year. 

0. Ex-athletes 

Student-athletes uho have coapleted their four (4) years of eligibility in a sport are not eligible to participate in that 
Intraaural (or related) activity in which they lettered. 

E. Recruited Student-Athletes 

A student-athlete recruited for a specific sport, idw is ineligible to coapete for ^adeaic reasons and who continues to 
practice with the varsity or Junior varsity (freshaen) teaa after the first gaae/aatdi of the season is ineligible to participate 
in that intraaural or related activity during that acadeaic year. 



F. Professionalisa 

An individual who would be barred froa intercollegiate athletics because of professionalisa shall be ineligible to participate in 
those related intraaural recreation activities in which aaateur status has been broken. 



G. One Teaa 

1. An individual nay represent only one teaa in any intraaural league/tournaaent. If at individual’s naae is found on two teas 
rosters, he/she will be considered a aeaber of the teaa for which he/she first participated. 

2. After once playing for a teaa, an individual nay not transfer to another teaa for the reaainder of the tournaaent/league. 

H. Play-off Eligibility 

In order to participate in the play-offs, individual aust have participated in at least one-third (33Z) of the regular league 
gaaes. 
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I. Uhsportspysonlike Conduct 

1. Any individual who is reioved froi the gaae by the official in charge, the gaae supervisor or the director, shall be 
ineligible to participate in his/her teai’s gaies on the next tuo dates of play. The individual under no circutstances ny 
participate on those tw dates. If the individual participates in so uch as one (1) play, all play shall stop and the gate 
shall be declared forfeit to the opposing teai. 

2. Any individual uho is reioved frn a gaie on a second occasion during an acadeiic yrar (Septeriier-ttay) shall be ineligible to 
pa'ticipate in Ail INTRAHURAL RECREATION leagues/tournaKnts for twlve (12) mths froi the date of the second renval. 

3. Any individual who pushes/strikes an official shall be ineligible to participate in ALL INTRAHURAL RECREATICN 
leagues/ tournaaents for twlve (12) nnths froi the date of the incident. 

J. Eligibility Checks 

1. The Intranral Recreation Departient does not assuK the responsibility for checking the eligibility of all pvticipants. 

2. All cases of ineligibility brou^t to the attention of the Director lill be dealt lith according to the previous rules of 
eligibility. 

II. CAPTAIN’S RESPONSIBILITIES 

A. To be auare of the entry deadlines and subiit appropriate and co«>leted entry fora and fee as early as possible. 

B. To obtain tournaient rules and revieu thei uith teai iei>ers, prior to first gaK. 

C. To attend announced captain's leetings, or send a teai representative. 

D. To appoint a co-captain to act as a spokesperson in the atsence of captain. 

E. To keep his/her address and telephone nuiier up to date in the Intranral Recreation Office. 

F. To report all roster changes/additions to the Intranral Recreation Office before the start of the tournaient. 

G. To be faiiliar with all eligibility rules and see that his/her teai adheres to thei. 

H. To infori all teai leiiers of the proper place and tiie of all gaies/contests. 

I. To be sure your teai does not forfeit. 

J. To asseri)le teai at official’s request iiiediately prior to the start of the gaie/contest to check the teai roster. 

K. To assist the officials in distributing and collecting gm Jerseys/equipient. 

L. To provide a ‘spotter* to assist the gav scorekeeper uhen appropriate. 

H. To arrange uith the director for neu ^tes of any postponed gaie^contests. 

N. To be the sole spokesperson for the teai in conferring with the officials. 

O. To control the conduct of teai Mbers and spectators directly related to his/her teai. The conduct of spectators before and after 
the gaie is as inmrtant as their conduct during the gaie. 

Teai captains will be held responsible for individual and group conduct at these tiies,as lell as during tiie gw/contest. 

P. To lake sure that he/she understands coipletely the playing rules for the activity and the Intra«iral Recreation rules and 
regulations as outlined in this handbook BEFORE COMPLAINING! 

0. TO BE A LEADER that players and officials can respect. 

III. CAPTAIN’S ItETlNGS 

A. Captain’s leetings will be scheduled for teai activities. 

B. Teai captains (or their appointed representative) are strongly urged to attend this announced leeting. 

C. Teais failing to be represented at this leeting shall be given last consideration in die drawing up of sdiedules. 

D. A teal lay be eliiinated froi a league in which there are a liuted nuiber entries if it is not represented at the captain’s 
leeting and there are a surplus of teais that are represented at the leeting seeking entry into the league. 

IV. ENTRY DEADLIffS 

A. Entry deadlines shall be posted around cavus and on the Intranral ^creation bulletin boards. 

B Late entries will be accepted only in instances when the teai will fit into an already (h'awn up gne schedule. 
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V. EHTRY ROSTERS 



A. All entries, individual and lean, MIST be on official Intraural Itereation entry rosters, uhich are available at the Intrawral 
Office (G-12) in Decker Gyi and frot various bulletin boards around cavus. 

6. Entry Rosters should be accurate and legible as it is soietiies necessary to contact the individuals/ teaa regarding the 
rescheduling of gaies/contests. 

C. Be sure you have the correct entry roster for each Intraural Recreation Activity. 

D. Entry rosters for an activity shall be registered in the Intraural Recreation Office uith at least the ainiui ntober of players 
and no nre than the nxiut maber allou^ for the activity before the annouced deadline. 

E. All teaa entries are a first entered first served basis. 

F. Couleted entry rosters shall be considered as the teaa roster once the tournaaent has started. 

G. Roster changes and/or additions to the aaxiaua nuaber of players alloaed for that activity ny be aade up until the first scheduled 
gau/contest. 

H. The Director reserves the right to censor all teaa naaes. 

I. There is a six dollar (B6) entry fee per teaa for all activities. Teaas are not considered entered until the fee has been paid. 

W. Lime EMTRIES 

A. There aill be a liait as to the nuiier of teaas accepted in sou activities due to equipaent, budget, tiu and facilities that are 
necessary and available to conduct tournaaents in these activities. 

VII. posTPomeiTS 

A. A scheduled gau/contest aay be postponed only by the Director, or appointed representative (official, gau supervisor). 

B. Heather, or an unanticipated use of scheduled facilities aill be considered a cause for postponeaent. SOCIAL FUNCTIONS Hill NOT BE 
CONSIDERED AS CAUSE. 

C. No postponeaents aill be aade becuse of absence of teaa aeabers. 

D. If tao (2) teaas/individuals postpone a gau/contest aithout the sanction of the Director, both teaas/individuals shall be charged 
aith a forfeit. 

E. The Director aill not postpone outdoor gaaes/contests before 3:00 p.a. 

F. In case of incleaent aeatlnr, teaa captains should call (662- 4865) or stop by the Intraaural Recreation Office in Decker Gyanasiua 
after 3:00 p.a. 

6. Gau officials/supervisors aay nke last ainute postponeaents on the fielc^court due to a sudden change in aeather. 

H. Dates for rescheduled gaaes/contest aill be posted on the Intraaural Recreation bulletin boards. It shall be the responsibility of 
the teaa captain/individual to check folloaing the postponeaent, of these dates. 

I. Postponed gaaes/contests, if they are rescheduled, aust be played before the start of any play-offs for that activity. 



WII. FORFEns 

A. Forfeited gaaes/contests aill not be rescheduled. 

B. A teaa/individual aho forfeits a gau/contest shall be charged aith a loss. 

C. A teaa that forfeits gaaes on tw (2) playing dates aay be utontically eliainated froa the tournuent and shall lose its entry 
fu. Each of the reaaining opponents aill be notified and given a victory for the scheduled gau/contest. 

D. A teaa alloaing an ineligible individual to participate shall forfeit all gau/contests in ahich the ineligible individual 
participated. 

E. If a teaa/individual does not appear ready to participate on the proper field/court aithin the alloaable tiu as stated in the 
rules for that activity, the officials/supervisor in charge of the gau/contest shall declare the gau/contest forfeited to the 
teaa/individual ready to participate. 

F. If tw (2) teaas/individuals scheduled to play each other fail to shoa up aithin the alloaable tiu as stated in the rules for that 
activity, the official/supervisor in charge shall declare a dmR)le forfeit. 

G. A teaa aust field at least the ainiaua nuaber of players as stated in activity aithin the alloaable tiu or shall forfeit the 
gau/contest. 

H. A teaa/individual leaving the field/court of play before the gau/contest is coapleted or called by the official/supervisor in 
charge, shall forfeit the gau/contest. 
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I. Hien obtaining a «in by forfeit, the xinning teai/individual wst have/be present uithin the alloieble tiie, at least the liniM 
muter of players as stated in the rules for that activity. 

J. A teaa allowing mi ineligible individual to participate during a play-off gaie/contest shall autouatically forfeit the 
gaae/contest, and be eiiainated frou the reiainder of the play-offs. 

K. The Dirator, ^ officials, or supervisor inediately responsible for a gae/contest uay call off a g»/contest before its 
conclusion if in their judgeaent, continued participation ny be injurious to the participants, officials, or spectators, ad charge 
both teais with a forfeit. 



IX. Pl iOT R TS 

A. Protests concerning the guestia of judgeaat calls by officials shall not be considered. 

B. frotesting catains ast inforn the gaa officials in a COURTEOUS MMER iaediately following the incidat in questia of his/her 
intat to file a protest. 

C. The officials in charge are to rotify both teais that the gaa is being played under protest. 

D. Do at wait atil the gaa/catest is coaleted to register a protest with the officials and captain of the opposing teai. 

E. A protest aust be filed in writing at the Intraaral fiecratia Office by twelve noa the day following the geue/catest. 

F. A writta protest shald catain all background inforatia necessary for nking a decisia, Fraudulat, inaccurate, or incoalete 
inforntia tends to discredit the protest. 

6. A protest a a rule interpretatia nst state the specific rule applicable to the protest. 

H. Both teaa captains and the gaae officials shall be periitted to presat inforatia as regards to a protested situatia. 

I. It shall be the responsibility of the Dirator, or a appointed represatative to revia all protests and decide whether the 
grounds for protest are sufficiat enough to warrat consideratia by a protest board. 

J. Protests that are honored ay result in the playing of a coalete na gaa. 

X. UNSPQRTSPERSflMJItE COHMCT 

A. The follaing are unaestionably considered unsportspersalike conduct and subject the offenders to reaval fra the gaa/catest 
withat warning by the officials in charge: 

1. Fitting with players or spectators 

2. Striking a official 

3. Uhnecessay roughness 

4. Profaity or language generally considered socially unacceptable. 

5. Being intoxicated 

6. Being under the obvious influence of illegal drugs 

7. Catinued disregard for the official's decisions/directions 

8. Ikinecessary abuse of equipiat/failities 

B. Catinurt unnecessary rou^ness by a tea(s) will result in the forfeiture of the gae/catest by that tea(s). 

C. Any individid ite is reioved fra a gaie by the official in charge, the gaae supervisor or the Director shall be ineligible to 
particijMte in his/her tea’s gaies a the next two (2) dates of play. 

D. Any individal ite is reioved fra a gae a a second occasia during a acadaic year (Septeiier-hay), shall be ineligible to 
participate in All MRANURAL RECBEAnON LEARUES/TOMNDns for twelve (12) laths fra the date of the violatia. 

XI. ALCOHOL AM) DRUSS 

A. Any individual those physical conditia, in the judgeant of the Director, intraaral recreatia supervisors, the gae/catest 
officials or anagers, is such that participatia ay be injurious to theiselves or other participats, because of excessive 
casuiption of alcoholic beverages, or iho obviously is under the influence of substances (drugs) considered illegal, ay be barred 
froi entwing, or ^ject to reaval fra the gae/catest, and at allowed to participate again that day. 

B. An individal iho is barred or reioved fra a gaa/catest a two (2) differat occasions during a acad^c year for the above 
reasons, shall be declared ineligible for further participatia in 

Intraural Recreatia activities for the reainder of that acadeiic year. 
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XII. THEn/MMA9E OF EQUHIBfr/FACILITIES 



Any itidividual(s) found guilty of stealing Intranral Recreation equipaent, or of uillfuliy daaaging/destroying equipaent or facilities, 
or of gross usconduct ahile in/on the facilities, shall be barred froa Intraaural Recreation and open recreation (gya) indefinitely. 

The individual(s) Mill further be brou^t to the attention of the Vice President of Student Services uhich aay result in a hearing 
before the Caapus Judicial Board. 

XIII. EttflPHEHT CffCX OUT FOR 6R0UPS/CLUBS 

Groups/clubs desiring to check out equipaent for flag football (a set of red and green flags, a ball and aarkers), or softball (bases, 
gloves, bats, balls) are required to leave a tuenty ($20) dollar deposit at the tiae of pidcing up the equipaent. The full deposit Mill 
be returned providing the equipaent is returned to the Intraaural Office by the agreed upon date/tiae. For each 24 hour period that the 
equipaent is late being returned, the group/cldb shall lose one ($1) dollar of their deposit. 

XIV. tEAiaJETIES 



A. Tmo uay ties: 

If tuo (2) teaas in a league finish uith an identical wn and loss record, the teaa that non the gaae/contest betueen the tMO teaas 
during regular league play, shall earn the position for uhich there is a tie. 

The other teaas shall be placed in the follouing position in the standings. 

B. Three uay ties: 

1. The tean having uon the gaae/contest froa botii the other teaas during regular leagi» play shall earn the position for that 
league, or, 

2. If none of the three (3) teaas have defeated the other tuo (2) teaas during the regular league play, a single eliaination play- 
off Hill be held uith the teao draHing the bye playing the Hirmer of a gaae/contest betueen the other tuo (2) teaas. 

XV. AHARDS 



A. All aeiiers of chaapionship teaas uho have coapeted in at least 2SZ of their ten’s gaaes aay receive an auard shirt.
